The  scarcity  and  fluctuating  character  of  the 
labor  on  Lake  Superior  has  for  some  time  past 
gradually  forced  itself  upon  the  consideration  of 
those  largely  interested  in  the  development  of 
the  mineral  wealth  of  that  region.

population  may  be  brought  together,  that  would 
furnisli  steady  and  comparatiyely  cheap  labor, 
and  enhance  the  yalue  of  mining  property  ten- 
fold oyer  the  cost  of  immigration  and  settle- 
ment.

Tlie  adjonrned  meeting  was  held  this  day, 
Mr.  Pearsall  in  the  chair.  The  minutes  of  the 
previous  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

Mr.  lliGELOw,  from  the  Committee  on  Organi- 
zation, presented  the  following 

R E r 0 R T . 

“ Tliat  in  their  o])inion  the  object  sought  to  be 
attained  will  best  be  acconpilished  by  the  for- 
mation of  an  Association  to  be  composed  of  the 
several  mining  companies  on  Lake  Sipierior, 
upon  the  following  plan.  viz. : 

“The  Association  shall  be  called  the  CMining 
Lmiai'ant  Aid  Association  ol  Lake  Sn])erior. 

‘‘  The  object  of  this  Association  is  to  increase 
the  sii])])ly  of  mining  and  other  labor  upon 
Lake  Sipieiioi',  by  dilfnsing  information  in  re- 
gard to  the  country,  and  by  facilitating  immi- 
gration to  it  in  such  manner  as  mav  be  found 
expedient. 

“ As  all  the  copjier  and  iron  mining  com- 
panies on  Lake  Sn])erior  will  share  the  benehts 
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of  the  action  of  the  Association,  it  is  expected 


tliat  every  company  will  become  a member  of 
it. 


“ The  annual  meetimr  of  tlie  Association  shall 
be  held  at  the  ollice  of  the  (hiincv  Minino:  Com- 
pany,  in  Xew  Vork,  on  the  tii'st  AAnlnesday  of 
December,  in  each  year,  the  tirst  annual  meet- 
ing to  be  in  1863. 


“ Special  iNIeetina’s  of  the  Association  mav  be 
called  at  any  time  by  the  I’riistees,  and  are  re- 


quired to  be  called,  when  ever  re(piested  by 
conqmnies  representing  over  one-fonrth  of  the 


aggregate  vahiation  of  all  the  companies  be- 
longing to  the  Association. 


‘'The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  consist 
of  a Board  of  Seven  Trustees,  who  shall  be 
elected  at  the  animal  meeting,  and  shall  have 
the  general  management  and  direction  of  its 
business,  with  authority  to  appoint  such 
agents  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  and  to  tlx 
their  compensation,  and  a Secretary  and  Trea- 
surer, who  shall  be  one  and  the  same  person, 
to  be  elected  by  the  Trustees  at  their  tirst 
meeting,  whose  dutv  it  shall  be  to  conduct  the 
correspondence  of  the  Association,  to  keep  a 
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record  of  its  proceedings,  to  collect  all  moneys 
that  may  be  assesse<l  iqion  the  members,  and 
to  disburse  the  same  under  the  direction  of 
the  Trustees. 

“ If  an  election  of  Trustees  should  not  take 
place  at  the  annual  meeting,  it  may  be  had  at 
a special  meeting  called  for  the  ])urpose  by 
the  Trustees.  .Vnv  vacancies  occuring  in  the 
Board  mav  be  tilled  bv  the  i-emaining  Trustees. 

“ Xotice  of  all  meetings  shall  be  given  by  the 
Secretary,  through  the  mail,  to  tlie  Ireasurers 
of  the  several  companies  composing  the  Asso- 
ciation, at  least  ten  days  l)elore  the  day  ot 
meeting. 

“ At  all  meetings  of  the  Association,  one- 
fourth  of  the  delegates  from  all  the  companies 
constituting  the  Associatiim  shall  be  a quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  any  business. 

“ Each  company  belonging  to  the  Association 

shall  be  re])resented  by  some  person  a|)pointed 

for  the  purpose  by  its  Board  of  Directors,  and 

on  all  (juestions,  and  at  every  election,  each 

member  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote,  lor  every 

twentv  thousand  dollars  of  its  assessable  valu- 
< 

ation,  as  lixed  for  the  previous  year. 
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“ Tlie  Trustees,  immediately  after  tlieir  elec- 
tion in  eaeli  year,  shall  lix  a valuation  u])on 
which  tlie  members  of  the  Association  mav  be 
assessed,  for  the  ])ur])ose  of  ])i‘ovidiny  funds  foi‘ 
defraying’  the  eliarges  and  expenses  of  the  As- 
sociation, such  valuation  to  be  made  upon  tlie 
following’  basis: — The  fair  market  value  of  the 
stock  of  each  company  at  the  time  of  making 
the  valuation  multijdied  by  the  number  of 
shares  in  each  comj)any,  shall  be  the  sum  u])on 
which  it  is  to  be  assessed,  and  each  assessment 
shall  be  a certain  per  eentage  of  the  aggregate 
of  the  valuations  of  all  the  eompanies. 

“The  Trustees  shall  have  ])owe]-  to  make  as- 
sessments u])on  the  membei's,  from  time  to 
time,  as  funds  may  be  ivupnred  in  the  mannei’ 
before  set  forth.  Providi'd,  however,  that  in 

anv  one  vear  the  assessments  shall  not  exceed 

«.  *■ 

twenty  cents  u])on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of 
the  assessable  valuation  of  each  eompany. 

“At  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
three  members  ])reseut  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  l)usiness. 

“ This  Association  may  be  dissolved  at  any 
annual  meeting  by  a ^'ote  i‘e})resenting’  more 
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than  one-half  of  the  assessable  valuation  of  all 
the  companies,  members  of  the  Association, 

“ These  Articles  of  Association  maybe  alter- 
ed or  amended  at  any  annual  meeting,  or  at  any 
special  meeting  called  for  the  purpose,  the  ob- 
ject of  the  meeting  being  expressed  in  the  call. 

“ This  Association  is  not  to  become  operative 

until  acceded  to  bv  the  Hoards  of  Directors  of 

% 

companies,  representing  not  less  than  seven 
millions  of  dollars  on  the  valuation  hxed  by 
the  Trustees.” 


Which  report,  after  full  discussion  by  sec- 
tions, was  received  and  adopted  as  the  Articles 
of  Association  and  Bv-Laws. 

The  Chairman  stated  that  the  next  business 
in  order  would  be  the  election  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  for  the  ensuino:  vear,  and  called  for
